Citizens Take Step 


For New High School 


M. Leonhardt, Dr. J. D. Reed, W. T. 


Johnson of Charter Oak, E. G. Hotch- 
kiss of West Covina and C.,L. Hollings- 
worth of Baldwin Park were the five 
members chosen as a committee to in- 
vestigate the needs of the Covina union 
high, school district at a meeting of 
citiiens held last Saturday in the Co- 
vina grammar school. 


The meeting was called by the high 


school board of trustees. The . citizens 
chose H. A. Miller as chairman, and 
Seth Colver as secretary. 


C. E. Crawford was of the opinion 


that the meeting should adopt a plan 
by which a program of improvement 
should be set forth ; and sent in the 
form of a questionnaire to all patrons 
of the district. This plan met with 
quite a little approval, but the meeting 
finally decided to appoint an investigat* 
ing committee, which would draw up a 
report and submit it to an adjournment 
of the meeting at a later date. 


At least two plans have been spoken 


of, one being to buy twenty-four acres, 
known as the J. ~H. Adams ranch, which 
can be obtained for $2,250 per acre, with 
seventy shares of water stock, upon 
which to build a suitable building, all, 
to come within a bond issue of $200,000, 
and another to build a wing on the pres- 
ent building. 


Citizens in favor of the purchase of 


the new site say that no land anywhere 
in the valley can be obtained' any 
'cheaper at present or in the future than" 
the Adams site, and that it will all b.e 
needed in the coming years. It 'is stated 
that the purchase of any additional land 
surrounding the present high school 
building will result in paying at least 
twice as much per acre as is the case of 
the Adams site. On the other hand, the 
proponents . of the idea of building a 
wing- on the pres.ent building believe 
that it can be done economically, and 
that it will be adequate for the needs 
of the school for several years. 


These ideas were brought out at the 


meeting, but it was felt that the wisest 
plan would be for a committee to look 
into all possible plans, report to an- 
other meeting, at which time it is hop- 
ed that a representative gathering of 
the taxpayers may be present. 


All citizens are convinced that some- 


thing must be done, and are only divid- 
*d on the question of- how it shall be 
done. It is understood that the citi- 
zens' committee will confer with the 
members of the high "school board and 
will submit accurate- data at the com-

E D I T O R I A L 


Peace on Earth? 


We, who belong to the Caucasian, Christian race, have heard 


each year, through the centuries, the story of the birth of the 
Prince of Peace. 


"Risen with Healing in His wings, 


Light and life to all He brings, 


Hail the Sun of Righteousness! 


Hail, the heaven-born Prince of Peacel 


We are every year given the invitation at this time to come 


and adore Him, Christ the Lord, born the King of Angels. 
"For unto you is born this day in the City of David, a Savior, 
•who is Christ, the Lord." ... . 


In the darkest hours of the world-war, as in other cruel wars 


of the past, there were weary men and women who doubte.d, 
both secretely and openly, that any message of peace had ever 
been sent to this harassed world. The Avar, they said, was refu- 
tation enough that no higher power was desirous of peace 
among humans; in fact, if such a higher power existed, it seemed 
magnificently indifferent to the .troubles, the sufferings of the 
world. One needs only to witness the unspeakeable horrors in 
and around the battlefields, the hospitals and in the ravaged 
homes to receive visual evidence of this indifference, they said— 
and there was a great weight of unspoken doubt and skepticism 
that accompanied the increasing diabolism of that conflict. 


But to others the war brought the thought that the world 


might be nearing that goal for which it has longed with a 
varying intensity. The war meant another great struggle 
against the forces of wrong—not found wholly in one nation- 
ality, or confined in one boundary of imaginative racial and 
national lines, but wrong-in the world. War itself is an ad- 
mission that there is something morally and spiritually wrong 
with the race, not merely .a wrong existing in one nation as 
compared with another. And out of the war there might come 
a clearer vision—sight given clarity through the agony of the 
flesh and the spirit, through drenching tears. 
" There are evidences that our vision is clearer. There is every 
evidence that the people of the world are near to being convinced 
that they cannot rid themselves of war by trusting themselves 
to human guidance. . Men have failed; repeatedly to prevent war. 
; Thai.fear which ha&enveloped theSrpsince the first days when 
they gathered in armed camps to repel the marauders and de- 
spoilers of the distant hills has clung to them down through 
all the ages, and fear causes them to spring at each other's 
throats. They have never yet possessed the moral courage to 
refrain from combat. But the angel who brought the glad 
tidings of a Savior prefaced the news with the words: "Fear 
Not!" 


The only way the world will ever rid itself of fear will be 


through the strengthening of spiritual courage. There are evi- 
dences that spiritual leadership had a place in the deliberations 
that led to the proposal of the League of Nations. Man's fear 
blocks and blinds spiritual progress, but a little of the spiritual 
is left each time to become the leaven that we hope will bring 
about the desired prophecy of peace on earth. 


The bringing about of pea.ce through the spiritual is not a 


filmy, dreamy, intangible thing. Spiritual leadership can be 
accepted by the most practical—in fact it eventually will be the 
most practical who will accept it. Nothing has been better 
demonstrated than that man cannot make peace alone. He has 
failed to do it to date. And each time he accepts even a small 
morsel of spiritual leadership the world takes one more step 
toward world-peace. Righteousness is as quickly understood 
and appreciated by the Oriental as by the Caucasian, and a 
variation from it is as quickly detected. The whole world 
wants to do right, is longing to find a way to do right. It has_ 
tried all manner of man-devised inventions for the keeping of 
the peace and has failed. But the spirit, working through man, 
can bring it about. 


So, at this Christmas time, when the birth of the Price of 


Peace is called to oiir minds and hearts, there are evidences of 
spiritual progress in the world, evident in the groping of 
diplomats who would rid the world of fear, and who are turning, 
if ever so slightly, toward the method so profoundly suggested 
two thousand years ago near the waters of Galilee. Man-made 
peace has always been and always will be a failure. Christ 
said: '' My peace I give unto you.'' He pointed out the method; 
that it was through brotherly love, and to love one's neighbor 
as one's self would bring it about. Individuals bring about 
wars. All wars begin in the jealousies of groups of individuals. 
Love substituted for jealousy and hatred will make wars im- 
possible.

By prophets seen of old, 


When with the ever-circling years, 


Shall come the time foretold 


When the new heaven and earth shall own 


The Prince of Peace their King,

The Sinews of the T. B, War. 


Ten thousand American veterans of the world war are being 


treated for tuberculosis in government sanitoria and hospitals. 
Many times that number of veterans are known to be suffering 
from tuberculosis while they remain at home and at their daily 
tasks earning their livelihoods. In the next few years especially 
and for many years to come tuberculosis will kill annually 
regiments of men who came safely through the hazards of war- 
time on land and sea. 


For these reasons the American Legion has a deep and sympa- 


thetic interest in the country-wide campaign which the National 
Tuberculosis Association has been conducting for many years in 
the hope of stamping out the disease through education concern- 
ing its causes, its prevention and its cure. The third national 
convention at Kansas City adopted a special resolution indorsing 
the work of the National Tuberculosis Association, and legion- 
naires in this holiday season have the opportunity of demon- 
strating that the Legion'a appreciation is deeper than words. 
We all can buy and use the Christmas seals which are sold an- 
nually to raise the funds necessary to carry on the campaign 
against tuberculosis.—American Legion Weekly.

I am asking Christmas favor in the 


name of Him. who made this glorious 
feast day a reality.- 


Kindly publish, through the columns 


of your valuable paper, the following 
letter, a copy of which shall be sent to 
the members of the citrus growers' as- 
sociations throughout the valley. We 
appeal to the justice and charity of the 
American people to take up the work 
uf Christ, especially the restoration of 
peace and confidence in the industrial 
world today. Let America, a true re- 
public, lead in this work, and by the 
force of its just and charitable public 
sentiment give an example of practical 
Christianity to the world. Let us, as 
(tod-fearing men, begin this great work 
here at home, so that with earnest en- 
deavor all men may know that this gov- 
ernment of the people, by the people 
siiul for the people respects the rights 
oi God and man and consequently will 
iiot perish from the earth. 
My dear Friend: 


I take the liberty of addressing you 


in the following communication. I feel 
that after fourteen years spent in mis- 
sionary work among the Mexican people 
of the Sun Gabriel valley, no personal 
introduction is n'-cessary. 


During these years I have witnessed 


many marvelous changes in the wonder- 
ful growth of this fertile valley. The 
orange industry has reached a height of 
development far beyond the dreams of 
its oldest, wisest prophets. Today this 
same industry bears the regal crown of 
u:i empire. Bathed in a resplendent 
glory, a gift from the hands of a be- 
nign providence, climatic conditions un- 
paralleled, with the eye of the world 
upon her, California with her infinite 
possibilities stands today the Mecca of 
the future. You, my dear friend, as the 
vital factor of this young empire, must 
feel the thrill of this twentieth century 
miracle, the transformation of sage- 
brush into the "Garden Spot of Amer- 
ica." 


The unskilled labor, which constitutes 


an essential feature of this miraculous 
development, has likewise undergone 
many vicissitudes. The torture result- 
ing from disturbing elements spreading 
the propaganda of false and pernicious 
doctrines, misunderstandings, and dis- 
appointments, born of ignorance, are a 
few of the sources which threatened, 
and may recur at crucial moments to 
disrupt and disorganize a system, with- 
out which no industry could ever hope 
to survive. 


You have experimented with the Jap, 


the Chinaman, and the Hindu; each in 
his turn has fallen by the wayside. To- 
day, the Mexican laborer stands as the 
most feasible solution of the problem. 
Allow me to quote the words of one of 
the best known and most successful 
orange growers of tt:.s valley, who aaid 
to me four years ago: "Father, the 
Mexican has demonstrated himself B8 
the best 'all-round' man in the field." 
Every year adds renewed strength to 
the certitude of this judgment. In view 
of such a vital fact, it behooves the 
orange growers, as an intelligent body, 


to seriously consider the eternal vigi- 
lance of guarding this most essential 
asset to the industry. In order to ac- 
complish this and thereby secure the 
better class of Mexican labor, it is 
absolutely necessary, in my judgment, 
to surround such with those religious 
services in which he was born and 
reared, and in so doing render him a 
contented and happy mortal. 


Today over a thousand Mexican souls 


are under the guidance of an able as- 
sistant and myself. The larger percent- 
age of these are making their humble 
homes in Azusa, and giving of their la- 
bors to the many surrounding towns 
throughout the entire valley. 
* 


Your community homes are supplying 


a long-felt want, and where rent is rea- 
sonable with essential modern conven- 
iences, they are proving a blessing. But 
let me say right here, with my present 
knowledge of the better type of Mexi- 
can, you cannot satisfy his ideas of 
community life unless you assist him in 
every way possible in providing a suit- 
able place for public worship. 
Here 


alone can we hope to impart those nec- 
essary instructions that must guard him 
against 
pernicious propaganda, 
and 


point out clearly his obligations of 
faithful service to his employer. 


The present church edifice in Azusa, 


with its ever-increasing congregation, is 
entirely inadequate as to its seating ca- 
pacity. \Ve earnestly solicit your valua- 
ble assistance in relieving an embar- 
rassing situation. 


Here lies the work of real charity— 


a charity which sees Christ in. every 
man. "As long as you did it to one of 
these my least brethren you did it to 
me." Charity is the characteristic and 
distinguishing mark of the Christian. 
"By this shall all men know that you 
are my disciples, if you have love for 
another." 
"It 
springs not from mercy," but 


from love. Not from pity with which 
men regard inferiors, but from the no- 
ble Christian sentiment that we are 
brothers in Christ." It is Christ Him- 
self who makes this appeal to you. 
I am nothing but the weak, human in- 
strument, of His message. It comes to 
you during this Holy Season, in the 
spirit of the Babe of Bethlehem who 
loves His Mexican children. "Thrice 
blessed is he who gives than he who 
receives."

today. 
Thanking you in advance, with every 


good wish for the happiest Christmas of 
your whole life, in the name of my 
Mexican people and myself, I beg to 
remain,
